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A SHORT SERMON. 
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“And I was delivered out of the mouth of the lion.” II. Tim. 
4: 17. 

The man who engages a lion in single combat and is 
unaided by the Lord, will fail of victory. The lion is 
king of all the beasts of prey, and is much to be feared 
by man. Samson encountered a lion, and was in danger 
of being destroyed; but it is said “the spirit of the 
Lord came upon him,” and he was enabled to kill the 
lion. When David was keeping his father’s sheep, a 
lion and a bear came and took a lamb from the flock. 
David pursued them and killed them both, and saved 
the lamb. This feat never could have been accom- 
plished unaided by a divine power. Daniel was cast 
into a den of lions, and spent a whole night with those 
beasts of prey; but the presence of the angel held them 
in bay, and Daniel “was delivered out of their mouths.” 
He had a happy night, with God’s angel for a com- 
panion, 


i; when most needed, rarely encounter 
|} are not much tempted.” 
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“Are they not all ministering spirits, sent forth to 
minister for them who shall be heirs of salvation?” 





Whether Paul refers to some very wicked 
man or men, or to the lion of the forest, it may not be 
easy to determine. A very eminent writer says: “It 
was common among the Romans, and the ancients gen- 
erally, to expose criminals to fight with wild beasts in 
the amphitheater for the amusement of the populace. 
In such cases it was but another form of dooming them 
to certain death, since there was no possibility of es- 
cape. That this custom prevailed at the East is appar- 
ent, and there is no improbability in the supposition 
that Paul was exposed to this. The barbarous prac- 
tice of making men combat with wild beasts has pre- 
vailed in the East down to the most modern time.” 
Mr. Barnes is nearly of the opinion of the writer just 
quoted. He says, ‘This may mean that Paul was de- 
livered from Nero, who was compared to a lion; or, 
literally, he was saved from being thrown to lions in 
the amphitheater, as was common in Rome.” Dr. 
Livermore expresses his opinion in the following 
language: “Literally, from the lions of the amphi- 
theater, or from the cruel tyranny of Nero, who was 
sometimes called a lion, though he had none of the 
nobleness of that beast.’’ In another place the Doctor 
says: “‘ Not that there is any account, or reason to be- 


| lieve that Paul actually contended in the amphitheater 


with wild beasts, as was the custom in the gladiatorial 
shows, though the Christians were often exposed to this 
cruelty for their faith.”’ 

We may not be able to state with any degree of cer- 
tainty the great peril from which St. Paul was de- 
livered. He had been exposed to the cruel power of 
either man or beast—a power from which there was no 
deliverance without Divine aid. It is very evident 
that the Lord deliver him; {pr after speaking of his 
deliverance from the mouth of the lion, he immediately 
adds, ‘““And the Lord shall deliver me from every evil 
work.” Paul had great faith in God, and it is no won- 


| der that on another occasion he said, “this is our vic- 
| tory over the world, even our faith.” 


have been called upon to encounter trials in life. We 
don’t go to heaven “on flowery beds of ease.” As a 
general thing, those who have been the most active 


| and earnest in working for the Master have encounter- 


ed the greatest opposition and the most cruel persecu- 
tion. Easy-going people, who are simply living to make 
themselves comfortable, and are never ready to work 
‘jions.” They 
So long as they observe re- 
ligious forms, with their ‘“‘faces toward Sodom” instead 
of Jerusalem, they will rarely be tempted by the devil. 
He holds a mortgage on them, and can foreclose at 


‘ 


| pleasure. 


To-day the friends and followers of Jesus are not 
called upon to encounter beasts of prey, as was the 
case in the East in apostolic times. Nevertheless, they 
have enemies to encounter more destructive to charac- 
ter and influence than the lion whose home is in the 
forest. Lions that walk on two feet instead of four, 
and speak the English language, are as dangerous to 
encounter as any that Paul came in contact with in his 
Christian journey. This remark was well illustrated 
in the days of John Calvin, and it has been illustrated 
very recently in Chicago and Boston and several other 
places in our own country. Those who would injure 
a man’s influence for good would do worse than that 
were it not that they would be amenable to the civil 
law. The friendship of unbelievers and of sectarian 
bigots is no proof of a man’s piety or usefulness. The 
friendship of God and of good men is above all price. 
Those who do their duty faithfully, as Paul did, will 
encounter opposition. A man is to be pitied, if not 


blamed, when he doesn’t do enough for the cause of the 
Master to awaken any opposition among the enemies 


of Christ. ** Woe unto you when all men speak well of 
you!”

The faithful Christian has nothing to fear, for the 
Lord “will deliver him out of the mouth of the lion.” 
He may be in peril at times; the lion msy roar and 
gnash his teeth; he may look into his fiery eyes, but 
the angel of the Lord will be present to see that God’s 
children suffer no permanent injury. 

“ Give to the winds thy fears; 
Hope, and be undismayed; 
God hears thy sigh, God counts thy tears; 
God shall lift up thy head.”

OLD TESTAMENT REVISION. 


SOME OF THE CHANGES IN THE TEXT. 


The American and English committees have almost 
finished their labors in the revision of the Old -Testa- 
ment. It is expected that the revision will be publish- 
ed in the course of a few months. President Chase, of 
Haverford College, a member of the American com- 
mittee, states that the revision was made with the sole 
object of placing the Bible in a position in which the 
people may understand every word as the scholars un- 
derstand them, and as the text stands in the original. 
To do this many of the beauties of expression have 
been sacrificed in order to give the true meaning of the 
original. The poetical forms and the archaisms will be © 
retained to a larger extent than they were in the New 
Testament. 

Hebrew is much better understood, in the opinion of 
President Chase, than it was two centuries ago, and 
this fact is shown in the revision. That fabulous beast, 
the “Unicorn,” will give place to the wild ox. “The 
river of Egypt’ will be “the brook of Egypt.” “The 
Book of Jasher” will be “the Book of the Upright.” 
“The plain of Morah” will be “the rock of Morah.” 
The children of Israel did not borrow of the Egyptians 
what they never intended to return, but they asked for 
and received gifts, not loans. “Joseph’s coat of many 
colors” will be a long tunic. “Judgment also will I lay 
to line, and righteousness to the plummet” will be, “I 
will make judgment for a line and righteousness for a 
plumb line.” ‘In my flesh shall I see God” will be, 
“vet out of my flesh shall I see God.” 

President Chase states that the Psalms are, asa whole, 
admirably translated. Some of the changes follow: 

7:20. “If he turn not he will whet his sword,” 
meaning God, will be, “If a man turn not he will whet 
his sword.” 

7:5. “For thou hast made him a little lower than 
the angels” will be, “Thou hast made him a little lower 
than God.” “I will praise thee, O Lord,” is often 
translated, “I will give thanks unto thee, O Lord.” 

9:7. ‘“Butthe Lord shall endure forever’ will be, 
“But the Lord sitteth as King forever.”’ 

11:7. ‘For the righteous Lord loveth righteousness; 
his countenance doth behold the upright” will be, “For 
the Lord is righteous; he loveth righteousness; the 
upright shall behold his face.” 

37:8. “Fret not thyself in any wise to do evil” will 
be, “Fret not thyself; it tendeth to evil doing.” 

68:41. “The Lord gave the word; great was the 


company of those that published it” will be, “The Lord 
giveth the word. and the women that bring glad tidings 
are a great host.” 

84:6. “Who, passing through the valley of Baca, 
make it a well; the rain also filleth the pools” will be, 
‘Passing through the valley of weeping, they make it 
a place of springs.” 

96:12. “Then shall all the trees of the wood re- 
joice’”’ will be, “Then shall all the trees of the wood 
sing for joy.” X.

THE ESSENTIAL AND THE NON-ESSENTIAL, 


BY W. H. ORE. 


It is not always easy to estimate correctly the age in 
which one lives, but we can hardly be mistaken with 
reference to two things in the religious life of to-day. 
It is intensely active and conscious, and painfully un- 
settled and confused. There is great activity in relig- 
ious thought, but this is true of all subjects. Once the 
thinking was done by a few in the church, the state, 
and in science, but now in all these departments the 
people are reading for themselves. 

Our age has a peculiar power of realization, especially 


from the heights of poetry, sentiment, and imagination 
to the positive and realistic, and in this spirit seems to 
see first of all the difficulties in the way of every great 
statement. 

When you talk of a whale swallowing a man, instead 
of accepting by any easy or imaginative credulity, they 
examine their natural history to find out the

Speak to them of the sun standing still, and they will 
ask for its effect on other worlds. With this intense 
activity of thought and realization it is no easy task for 
the thinkers of our day to lift the mind above these bur- 
dens of belief. 

The other peculiarity of our age is the general un- 
settling of beliefs and the consequent painful unrest 
and confusion of many minds. Some look over the field 
and declare they know nothing about it; they are agnos- 
tics. Others feel that somewhere there is truth that 
shall be made plain. Others believe that whatever the 
church, or preacher, or bishop, or pope says, isright. And 
others confess that they no longer believe what is taught 
with referenceto many things. This is true inall the de- 
partments of business, but we shall confine our thoughts 
to that of religion. Suppose we

What a large and curious assemblage we would have! 
There would be bishops and priests with their robes, 
and rabbis, learned in Hebrew and Jewish lore, and 
theological professors with all their sharp distinctions 
in doctrines; and there would be the broad and the nar- 
row, the orthodox and the liberal; the Pattons, the 
Swings, the Thomases, the McLanes, the Newmans, 
Smythes, Collyers, Herfords, and Cooks—and I suppose 
we must not leave out Colonel Ingersoll of the agnostic 
school. But as he claims not to know anything we will 
not call upon him to speak. 

What a strange scene! So many learned men ar- 
ranged in different schools, and yet all teachers of the 
one great question. And yet why should it be more 
strange than to have so many schools in medicine, art, 
music, or science? 

What is the one essential thing that all these relig- 
ious teachers are, or at least should be, concerned about? 
In other words, What is the essential thing in religion? 
By the side of this put another question, What is it 
that divides them? The essential thing in religion is 
righteousness; that the heart and life be right; that 
we love God with all the heart, and our neighbors as 
ourselves. 

Now, we can readily classify all these multitudinous 
teachings, faiths, and doubts under a few heads. One 
large part is historical—an inquiry into the past—and 
this is a very large field, relating to both Jewish and 
Christian literature, involving such questions as dates 
and authorships and the personality of the books and 
characters of the Bible, and the origin and develop- 
ment of doctrines and of the several sects of the church. 
I do not say these studies are not valuable, they are, 
and have been toiled over by many great minds. They 
afford a luminous and instructive view of the path over 


which the human mind has traveled and the growth | 
of ideas. But I do not suppose that much of this | 


knowledge is necessar¥ to a good life, or that one should 
be settled as to which of the many points in historic 
controversy is correct

the general drift and bearing of the movements of God 


in history. The great facts of Judaism and Christian- 
ity, of Moses and Christ, lie back of us as do the name 


of Europe and America, and as one need not be a criti- | 
eal historian to be a good citizen, so he need not be able | 


to trace the history of the canon in order to accept so 
much of the Bible as leads to a good life. 


HHRALD OF GOSPEL 
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I was converted before I ever heard of the canon or 
read one half the books of the Bible, and for that rea- 
son these questions do not trouble me now. I found 
enough in the life of Christ to melt and win my heart 
and to enable me to trust in the love and mercy of 
God. 

Another large division of all this religious contro- 
versy is philosophical, or the attempt to apply philoso- 
phy to religion and to construct a systematic theology. 
Thus men have attempted to define the nature of (od, 
and Christ, and man, and to explain inspiration and to 
definitely settle all possible results of an endless eter- 
nity. Hence they have fallen into schools of thought 
and formed churches. In so far as they were practical 
they looked to the one thing of a pure heart and a good 
life. 

No one pretends to say that salvation is limited to 
this or thatchurch. One may have this faith in all the 
churches, and he may think that it is his Romanism, or 
his Calvinism, or his Unitarian, or his Methodist, or 
Campbellism—it is faith that saved him—and he may 
have reached salvation along that line; but it is after 
all the consecration of the heart and life to God and 
the trusting of the soul to his great love and mercy. 

I am not arguing against these different sects; I am 
simply recognizing an existing order of society; but I 
do want to 

PROTEST AGAINST THAT SCHISM 


that would exalt any of these peculiarities into an ex- 
clusive religion. It is wrong to project our own forms 
or our human theories upon the world and call them 
essentials; for they are not essential to our salvation. 
Religion is too large and blessed a thing to be caged or 
bottled or monopolized by any man or any sect. It is 
narrow and bigoted for any man to pretend that his con- 
ception of sovereignty, or election, or atonement, or 
baptism, or resurrection, or retribution is essential to 
salvation. Salvation is not conditioned upon solving 
some dark enigma; it does not depend upon believing 
in an expiatory atonement, nor in endless misery, nor 
plenary inspiration, nor in immersion by water baptism 
in order to the remission of sins. Thousands have been 
and are to-day the best people of society and the 
church who believe the very opposite on these ques- 
tions. 

The faith that saves the soul is the faith, the confi- 
dence, the trust that carries the life into the love and 
service of God and man. If men have a “faith that 
works by love” the church should be broad enough to 
receive them and to hold all their differe.ces, and lov- 
ing enough to live in peace. It is all right that men 
should discuss their differences, but wrong to make them 
tests of church fellowship. 

Suppose in a company of preachers, when one was 
emphasizing the oneness of God, and another the three- 
ness, and another election, and another eternal tor- 
ment, and another immersion in order to the remis- 
sion of sin, and another some theory of the atonement, 
suppose that

one of the old prophets should come to tell of the way 
of life, what would hesay? He would say, “The sacri- 
fices of God are a broken spirit; a broken and a con- 
trite heart, O God, thou wilt not despise.””’ He would 
say, “He hath shewed thee, O man, what is good; and 
what aoth the Lord require of thee but to do justly 
and to love mercy and to walk humbly with thy God?” 
What would Jesus say in the presence of a!'l this de- 
bate? He would say, ‘Blessed are the poor in spirit; 
blessed are they that hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness; blessed are the pure in heart.’”’ And Paul would 
say, “Without love all of you are as a tinkling cymbal 
or sounding brass.”” And James wou'd say, “He that 
cometh to God must believe that he is, and that he is a 
| rewarder of them that diligently seek him.” But not one 
of them would bring forward those speculative beliefs 
and say you mustaccept them. What they would say, in 
| substance, is, You must forsake sin, you must seek in- 
ward life and purity, and go and do what is right among 
men. 
Thus, kind reader, we see that

is not in cold formalities and ordinances, nor in a criti- 
cal analysis of its doctrines, but rather in the love and 





push forward, let history search the past, and science 
explore the present, but in it all let us keep this truth

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT—BIBLE VIEW. 





Probably all parties agree that if Berner, who mur- 
dered Mr. Kirk, had been hung, the violence to public 
property and the shooting down of some forty persons 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, would not have been. Was that 
demand for his life, and rage because he escaped the 
gallows, barbarous or biblical? Waiving whether the 
great uprising of thousands was of the better or the 
baser people, had they heaven on their side in their de- 
mand for blood, is a question of no ordinary character, 
Let us come to our denominational discipline and work 
by it this once. 

To save time and space [ assume that all men agree 
that the law of Moses is explicit, that for certain 
offenses the criminal shall be stoned to death. [ also 
assume that all agree that God is in favor of capital 
punishment for the murderer, or no punishment in any 
|form. Take either horn. 

Now to the New Testament: Jesus says: “Think 
not that I am come to destroy the law or the prophets: 
I am not come to destroy, but to fulfill.’ (Matt. 5. 17.) 
Jesus is the friend of Moses—friend of his law. Waiv- 
ing the civil side to Moses and Cresar, Jesus dwells on 
the moral side, thus: “Ye have heard that it was said 
of them of old time, Thou shalt not kill; and whoso- 
jever shall kill shall be in danger of the judgment 
feourt]. But I say unto you that whosoever shall be 
angry with his brother shall be in danger of the judg- 
ment; and whosoever shall say to his brother, Raca, 
shall be in danger of the council; but whosoever shall 
say, Thou fool, shall be in danger of hell fire.” 

Anger is murder begun. Every word under its in- 
fluence, as raca, “thou fool,’ is progress toward the 
killing, and when anger fires the whole person the kill- 
ing is the last act in the series. Morally, all the steps 
in the series, little and great, are of one spirit. 
| Jesus hands the murderer over to the judgment on 
the civil side, and preaches “hell fire’ on the moral 
side. Caesar, as Sanhedrim, took life for life, and there 
| human power is stayed. - It “can kill the body.” Just 
|when the human ends Jesus begins with hell tire on 
\the morality side. Evidently Jesus uses the word 
“hell” as something more terrible than killing the body 
(Matt. 10: 28). It is certain that Jesus follows the 
|moral side with the greatest terror possible; and it is 
passingly strange for the Master to be so terrible on 
the hate if he is less severe on the kill side than were 
Moses and Ceesar. 

Whosoever looketh on a woman to lust after her 
hath committed adultery in his heart and is in danger 
of hell; but whosoever accomplishes his lusts shall be 
tenderly treated and esteemed! Is this the teaching of 
Jesus? Does he send his ministers to preach hell, hell 
fire, on the moral side of the adulterer and murderer 
and to denounce capital punishment? Shades of hades! 
Tell it not in Gath, publish it not in the streets of Aske- 
lon, lest daughters and wives and orphans weep! 

With the gallows on the civil side and hell fire be- 
yond, our lives are in danger. Murderers are prowling 
our streets, breaking our locks, ravishing and killing 
by the score. Evidently Jesus intends to sustain the 
civil side by reading the eternal law that follows after 
| the body is killed. 

Every word against capital punishment strengthens 
the hands of the murderer, weakens the power of the 
civil courts, and endangers the innocent. Jesus pays 
tribute to sustain civil rule, and taught his disciples t 
do the same; and Jesus knows that Czesar crucifies—4 
vastly more tortuous death than stoning or hanging. 
Not by word or act does Jesus intimate that crucifixion 
is barbarous. : 

Paul says the magistrates are God’s ordained minis 
| ters to execute vengeance on evil-doers; that they use 
not the sword in vain; and that the church should a 
sist them for conscience sake! What, conscientiously 
|use the sword? Conscientiously assist in taking ve" 
geance? Yes, must needs do it for conscience sake! 
‘No qualms, no scruples of conscience. (See Kom. 13: 
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1.) That old Book is our creed. Any conscience 
against that Book is not ‘‘a good conscience.” 


OBJECTIONS. 


Jesus repealed the eye for eye and tooth for tooth 
law? Notatall. The Roman sword set it aside lohg 
years before Christ. Czesar had a different method of 
settling assault and battery cases. So falls a tower of | 
flimsy theology built on the “shall not be so now.”’ As 
this is about all that is quoted against capital punish- 
ment, I now step off of the Bible view and notice an 
objection or two outside. 

1. We are more intelligent now, and should adopt 
penalties more humane. Let us see: The more light, 
the less terrible is crime. Is this it? Surely, then, it 
was not so bad in Dr. Webster killing and burning Mr. 
Parkman. Certainly Webster, so intelligent, ought to 
have been made one of the city council; but if a negro 
from Congo had killed Parkman, he should have been 
hanged, to be sure. What ethics! God winked at 
ignorance, but we wink at intelligence! True, we| 
should and must do all we can to educate, but we all 
know that all murderers are not ignorant, hence we are 
not prepared to demonstrate that education alone will 
do away with crime. Civil law we must have, anda 
law without penalties is no law. 

2. To hang aman is murder. Not so fast. By no 
law, human or divine, is the stoning, the crucifying, 
the hanging of a condemned criminal pronounced mur- 
der. So this falls. 

3. Capital punishment is barbarous. Is God a bar- 
barian? Is he not as intelligent, as far-seeing as man? | 

4. We rob a man of his life. Not atall. He know- | 
ingly, willfully, and daringly stakes it. God says, | 
“Thou shalt not spare.” | 

But if we put it on robbery, is not imprisonment for | 
life robbery? The sophism under all this robbery is, | 
any penalty is robbery; therefore, no prisons, no po- 
lice, no restraint! But we havea theory that Jesus | 
teaches leniency. But he, like his Father, can not look | 
on sin with the least allowance. Hence he appears to 
increase the severity of the law to the willful in pro- 
portion to their privileges. Jesus came to loosen no 
law on crime. The murderer hath not eternal life. | 
Without are murderers. 

As well be lenient to tigers and bears, and so let the | 
weak be ravished and the innocent slain. 

Of one thing I am certain, that the gallows and hell | 
fire beyond do not save all. Jesus is on the side of 
Cxesar. So is Paul. On which side are we?

He beholds| 
the shivering forms of his children as they are huddled 
together in each other’s embrace on their pallet of 
straw. The terrible reality forces itself upon him. 
He has passed by all the avenues of reform; has lost 
not only position, but the confidence and respect of his 
fellows. He is despised by those who were once his 
friends. He has put at naught all their counsels and 
ignored all their kindly reproof. For a moment the 
past comes teeming before him like a great panorama. 
He sees it all; his brain reels; the strong demand of 
his abnormal appetite for drink rushes in upon him, 
and he dashes out upon the street and down into one of 
those “holes in the wall’’ which is licensed to feed his 
burning, fiendish thirst, and fits him to do some des- 
perate deed, in which he is overtaken, and finally by 
the same hand (the law) incarcerated in the peniten- 
tiary fora term of years. 








The mother has returned, weak and fatigued; the 


| children have awakened from their chilly slumbers and 


are weeping in each other's arms. She hastily prepares 
as best she can the meager supply of food she has se- 
cured with the labor of the previous day and night. 
They have scarcely finished the last morsel when a 
sharp rap is heard at the door. She opens. It is just 
what she feared; the owner of the dingy apartment, 
through his agent, informs her that their rent is due 
for the ensuing quarter and must be paid at once or the 
rooms vacated. 

She pleads for her little ones, but pleads in vain; is 
answered only by the gruff reply, ‘“‘Won’t go down; 
hear this story every day. Must pay or git, and that 
too before 12 o’clock.”’ 

Where, where can shego? Intothe street, of course; 
she has nowhere else to go, and go she must or be set 
out by the rich landlord, who, perhaps, may be the 
brewer of the city, who can count his ill-gotten gain 
by hundreds of thousands. 

The time isshort. She wraps her darling babe in 
the begrimmed old quilt under which it has shiveringly 
spent the night. She pins the faded shawl, which she 


|recently took from her own head, over little Mary’s 


slender form, while nothing but the fragment of an old 
blanket is left to shield her own shoulders from the 
She descends the stairs with her babe in 
her arms and the darling of four summers clinging to 
her side. All there is left of a once happy home she 
now carries with her—everything else gone for drink— 
and she and her two cherished offsprings are homeless, 
friendless, houseless outcasts in the streets of a great 
city, and must eventually fetch up at the station-house 
or thé morgue. 

This, reader, is the condition of thousands of our 
race to-day in the large cities of this boasted land of 
ours. And why is it thus? Simply because you and I 
have been voting to continue the traffic in ardent spirits, 
throwing around it all the safeguards necessary to pro- 
tect it in its unholy work; licensing the worst element 
in society to sell the satanic liquid to your sons and 
mine; using every device at each opportunity to entice 
them into the snare of occasionally taking a glass, 
which is the first step and the sure road that leads to 
the wretched condition I have pictured before you. 


“He who refuses to use his eyes soon loses his sight. 
So he who refuses to use his powers aright soon per- 
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verts them.” God will call you and I to a strict ac- 
count for the position we take in regard to this great 
question, and there are but three ways possible for us to- 
dispose of it: 

1. “To pass by on the other side, like the priest and 
the Levite,’’ using the stale excuse that you are not 
your brother’s keeper. 

2. Give the dirty business your sanction and join in 
the work necessary to continue the license system, and 
oppose prohibitory measures, and thus aid the govern- 
ment in filling the almshouses, the asylums, and the 
prisons—bringing taxation upon the sober, industrious, 
and law-abiding to support them. 

3. Unite all the powers of your soul and being to 
fight the traffic. Smite it on every possible occasion. 
Lend your influence, and, if need be, your money, to 
every enterprise having for its object the extermination 
of this evil, this murderous system which is eating like 
a cancer at the very vitals of all our American institu- 
tions, both civil and religious. 

Reader, which of these attitudes do you wish to 
maintain? Surely you can not admire the first. God 
abhors it; Christ has placed the seal of his displeasure 
upon it; every true minister of the gospel declares 
against it, and your own conscience does not approve 
it. The second classes you with everything that is vile 
—the highwayman, the assassin, and everything that is 
God-dishonoring and soul-destroying; while the third 
brings you into harmony with God and the good of your 
fellow-men; places you on the side of justice to hu- 
manity, side by side with the lovers of home and right- 
eousness, where God and your conscience approve your 
action, and where you can enjoy the blessed satisfaction 
of knowing that you are battling for the right. 

We leave you to decide the question for yourself; as 
for myself, [am determined to make no compromise 
with this monster of unrighteousness, and I am satis- 
fied that there is not a man in the Union to-day of com- 
mon intelligence, who thinks and reads for himselt, but 
must admit, whether willing or not, that’ unless this 
evil is crushed out by the strong arm of the law, and 
the youth of future generations saved from the con- 
taminating influences of the customs and practices 
of the present day, this Nation must go down in dis- 
grace through avarice and appetite. In consequence of 
the Government's fostering this system of legalized 
crime, we are fast becoming a nation of drunkards. No 
place so sacred among men but that this vile thing dares 
to lift its hydra-head; it follows in the funeral train of 
presidents, it revels in the halls of Congress, it dese- 
crates the pulpit, and, if it were possible, would gladly 
drive every minister of the gospel to unholy pursuits. 
Every Christian father and mother in the land dread its 
seductive influence; the good everywhere cry out 
against it. Then why should we hold our peace? 

I know this question has been pictured over and over 
again before the public until some are tired of the sub- 
ject. Many of those in the church are asking to be let 
alone, and if the minister dares to point out their duty 
and preach the truths of the gospel as he understands 
it, they are offended, and withhold their presence at 
the sanctuary and their hand from giving to support 
the institutions connecting church work and the cause 
of temperance. May God pity such, and show them 
the better way. Meanwhile let those who are in the 
work, who have “enlisted for the war,” cry aloud and 
spare not until prohibition of the liquor traffic is estab- 
lished in every state in the Union. Though wicked 
men may rule and there be giants in the way, yet God 
reigns and his cause is just. Therefore let us arise and 
shake off the shackles that have so long bound us to 
these barbarous systems, and say to this bacchanalian 
king, Thou shalt rule no longer over us!

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“SHOW THYSELF A MAN.” I. KINGS2?: 2. 

When David uttered this brief charge time was too 
precious to be spent in idle gossip or giving unimpor- 
tant instruction. And the thousands of worse than 

' wasted lives bear testimony to the world’s need of this 
brief but comprehensive charge of a dying father to an 
obedient though inexperienced son. 

Whether the hitherto generally accepted interpreta- 
tion of the inspired account of the creation of man be 
the true one, or the God-likeness but prophetic of what 
is yet to be attained through multiplied gradations, this 
fatherly admonition remains the need of all ages. If 
the theory of evolution be true, confessedly man is 
more than a featherless biped, and actions most cred- 
itable to “natural brute beasts” would not be manly 
in man. 

If man be but the highest present development of the 
protoplast he has need to show himself a man lest he en- 
croach on the privileges of those yet below him, but as- 
piring to the occupancy of man’s present sphere as soon 
as he shall move on to higher attainments. While the 
ox is only expected to be ox-like, the mule mulish, and 
the hog hoggish, upon man is laid the obligation “to 
show himself a man.” 

A bird’s-eye view of the earth, revealing its fullness 
of diversified life, makes apparent a peculiar, mutual 
fitness as though the globe was designed for such varied 


phases of life, and the diversified living beings for such | 


a globe, each living organism (except man) content to 


do just that part for which it is especially adapted, | 


and, so far as we know, each genus specia and family 
amply able to perform in quality and quantity the work 
to keep in motion the life powers of the earth as it re- 
volves majestically on its axis and makes the annual cir- 
cuit of the sun. 

If Darwin’s theory of evolution be true, all except 
the first and last members in the series are hemmed in 
on both sides, and if the partition fences are not kept 
in repair it is not to be wondered at if eccentric indi- 
viduals should not be kept within proper limits. Even 
the lowest, so near the line of wnorganism that really, 
man, the highest, above whom is a field of unmeasured 
extent, has the least excuse for trespassing. The beasts 


are not given to man as patterns to model after, but in | 


the main their doings are lessons to teach man what not 
to do. 

In the busy hive of bees are drones eating the gath- 
ered sweets but failing to add to the store; here are to 
be found enough drones to supply the entire demand 


for laziness, and, indeed, if at any time the stock of 


laziness should get low it would be more manly to en- 
courage bee-raising than make an awkward attempt to 
do what man has no capacity for doing. 

To be manly room must be allowed for the innocent 
creature that, having been fatted, was killed to help 
furnish the feast when the prodigul returned. Bawling 
may be essential to general prosperity, but in the emer- 
gency of a short crop or increased demand, a few fast 
days, faithfully observed, and a few weeks withholding 
from the butcher’s, and this special commodity will be 


wonderfully increased. If childhood has been guilty of 


infringement in this direction let manhood put away 
childish things. 

From their number we infer that the vindictive wasp, 
armed with a peculiar weapon, is among the needful, 
though not able to determine exactly in what way they 
are to be utilized; man certainly makes bungling work 
in trying to be waspish. A late humorist is authority 
for saying that the sting of the wasp is stimulating but 
not nourishing, and the present age, in taking but little 
stock in stimulants, will seriously affect the demand for 
waspishness. 

The dog has long been the faithful companion of man, 
and not a few cases are authenticated in which he has 
rendered valuable service to his master; and yet, with 
his seeming semi-mental endowment, man should be 
generous enough to let them do all the barking, growl- 
ing, snapping, biting, and quarreling over meatless bones. 
Let the pointer be useful in finding game, and the cur in 
destroying vermin, for it is their nature. 

Let the mule in his mulishness monopolize the entire 
sulky and stubborn business. 

In behalf of poor Mr. Porker, upon whose reserva- 
tion man has shamefully encroached, should be raised 
the cry of remonstrance. His habits are peculiarly his 
own, which, in the main, consist in eating and resting 
between meals (unless the intervals be too long), and in 
addition makes a specialty of wallowing in the mire. 


Mr. Porker on the presentation of food (his business is 
first to eat and then be eaten) seems not to recognize 
any hunger but his own, and the smaller the allowance 
the less respect for the wants of others. We are told 
not even to cast our pearls before swine, much less 
should we pattern after their selfish greed and filthy 
habits. Though there be a great demand for hogs, in 
view of the rapidity of their increase, and the readiness 
with which they take to their special work, no uneasi- 
ness should be felt as to the supply. 

Let the prodigal’s history, as company-keeper with 
some, teach us an important lesson. The day in which 
men can attain commendable success in doing a little of 
everything is past and the age of specialists is now here. 
“Show thyselfa man;” be energetic, “steadfast, un- 
movable, always abounding in the work of the Lord.” 
Loyal to parents, country, truth, and duty, generous, 
forgiving, sympathetic, loving; in short, “glorifying God 
in our bodies and in our spirits whish are his.”” Giv- 
ing, in living form, the highest possible demonstrated 
answer to the question of the Psalmist, “What is man?”

FIRE BRANDS. 

The normal condition of all our faculties requires 
temperance in all things. .To be temperate consists in 
a moderate use of such things only as are conducive to 
| physical, intellectual, and moral growth, and avoid- 
ing everything that will tend to affect for evil ourselves 
or our fellows. 

I look upon the major portion of diseases and the 
greater number of domestic, social, church, and politi- 
cal troubles as offsprings of intemperance. It is not 
necessary for a person to be under the influence of 
alcoholic liquor, tobacco, or opium, to be an intemper- 
ate man. 

The glutton in his way may be as intemperate as the 
moderate wine bibber; or the public speaker, even the 
minister of the gospel, may ride some cherished hobby 
to a point of intemperance, to the extent of being a fire- 
brand in his respective field of work. 

We claim that anything that will obstruct or retard 
in any way a healthful physical, intellectual, moral, or 
spiritual development or growth can, and in a wide sense, 





be called intemperance. 

Talk to some people about temperance and they can 
see but the three great evils of our age—alcohol, to- 
bacco, and opium. I agree with them to the extent that 
they are three great evils,and believe every doctor of 
medicine and every minister of the gospel, with every 
other person who is anxious to see these great curses 
eradicated from our land, should putshoulder to shoulder 
and influence with influence, and not leave a stone un- 
turned until these evils are entirely subdued. 

And again: I believe the medical profession through- 
out the land, to a great extent, are responsible for the 
useif not the abuse of thesame; they havean opportunity 
and an influence over the community that no other per- 
sons have,for they are, or at least should be, the custodians 
of individual and public health, and assuch they have no 
right to recommend to others or use themselves any such 
agentsasare antagonistic to health, and the continued 
use of which will sooner or later end in death. 

And some ministers of the gospel, I fear, are not care- 
ful enough when visiting their parish in discountenanc- 
ing the use or even handling those things that will 
slowly but as surely carry their friends to a prema- 
ture grave, but are apt to wink at it where influence or 
money is involved. 

I know an able preacher (who at the time was hold- 
ing a revival meeting) before going to preach take 
two ounces of a tonic composed of two ounces of peru- 
vian bark in one pint of whisky, remarking, “This tonic 
always makes me feel like speaking.’”’ Tobe sure it was 
the bark that stimulated the man(?). 

Alcohol, in its pure state, consists of six parts hydro- 
gen, four parts carbon, and two parts oxygen—ten parts 
death to two of life. Are we safe in using it ourselves 
or recommending it to others? This alcohol fire-brand 
is branding not the poor or illiterate alone, but the rich, 
the learned, the scientific, the professional man, and I 
am sorry to say, some servants of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
for a region of despair. 

The fire-brands of tobacco in the form of cigarettes, 
as in other forms, are doing their deadly work. The 
cheap cigarettes that are sought after by the lad of tender 
years to the old man are consuming an enormous 


quantity of these; and in this city some ladies, even of 
the better society, are indulging in these little death 
strokes. 

Tobacco is a potent acro-norcotic poison—and never 
curative in itsaction. It tends to destroy the intellect, 
special sensation, voluntary and sympathetic motion; 
the infusion will affect the heart’s action and the smoke 
will affect the brain, the former being followed by great 
feebleness of the pulse, fluttering of the heart, faintness, 
alarm, etc., etc., while the latter tends to occasion 
nausea and vomiting, drowsiness, syncope, and death. 
Tobacco impairs the vision, robs the brain of the 
young in particular of full development, and is to-day 
producing a large number of cases of paralysis and par- 
tial blindness. Its injurious effects are transmitted 
from parent to child, and competent authority shows 
that its use by the young prevents a healthy develop- 
ment of those organs that will rob generations to come 
of healthy organisms. If from no other reason, its 
physiological effects should cause us as rationa! and in- 
tellectual and intelligent people to discard its use for- 
ever. 

Opium and its salts are used extensively as a medi- 
cine, and by many for its peculiar influence on the brain 
and nerve centers, especially here in San Francisco, 
California. Any one visiting the Chinese opium smok- 
ing dens, as I have, can see the indulgers in the habit, 
leaning on one elbow, with their long opium pipes draw- 
ing in the smoke and swallowing it; in a few minutes 
their eyes will glisten and they will lay over perfectly 
intoxicated and act as silly as idiots, but not more so 
than many who call themselves Christians who con- 
sume from two to three dollars worth of sulphate of mor- 
phia a week, whose brains are so benumbed and intellects 
so distorted that they are notable to intelligently under- 
standasermon. I often wonder how such persons can pray. 
I look upon this fire-brand as effectual in robbing heay- 
en of immortal souls as any other on our list, although 
quietly, and perhaps privately, yetas successfully, doing 
its evil work. 

But there are fire-brands that are not in any way as- 
sociated with the three great evils we have mentioned, 
and out of the large list [ will only note a few: 


1. Selfishness, robed in the cloak of Christianity, 
while their real god is ‘‘me and mine,” and anything 
that is not conducive to build up his own family or 
church he will not recognize. He never goes outside 
of the pale of his own church; to him every other de- 
nomination is a “sect,” not realizing that he and his 
church are a “sect’’ within themselves, overlooking the 
grand principles laid down in the golden rule. 

2. Mental speculation, or ‘“‘cherished hobby doc- 
trines.”” Some people get some peculiar doctrinal ideas 
into their minds, either from some friend, or, perchance, 
some minister of the gospel. They search the Bible 
from Genesis to Revelation and will mark every passage 
of Scripture that has a shadow of the doctrine in it, 
and some that have not even the shadow they will try 
‘and bend to suit their purpose; and if you do not 
agree with them in their peculiar belief they are ready 
to brand you as one who is not of the faith, overlooking 
the fact that it is quite possible for a man to be well ac- 
quainted with the wording of the Bible and with the 
theory of Christianity and be a giant in literature, a 
wise disputant on theological subjects, a successful an- 
tagonist in the controversial field, and after all an en- 
tire stranger to inward holiness or experimental Godli- 
ness as taught by Christ and the apostles. 

3. There are a few fire-brands in the Lord’s vineyard 
in the shape of meddlesome, unsettled ministers, whose 
aim is to please men rather than God, who, on entering 
a church or conference, seek first to see if there is nota 
division; if so, he takes “sides” with the larger party aud 
tries to work himself in as spokesman; and if harmony 
and unity prevail, he will make a rent and will swing 
his fire-brand in the community until the unity of spirit 
is broken and peace.and quietness have forsaken the 
place. 

Iam of the opinion that Robert Ingersoll and his 
confederates, allied against our common Christianity, 
carrying their fire-brands throughout Christendom, are 
not doing the harm that those are who profess to love 
the Lord Jesus Christ, but who, by their habits, their 
every-day conduct, at home and abroad, are saying that, 
if not by word by actions, Christianity is a farce. For 
we do not look to infidels for light, but the word of 
God says of the Christian, “Ye are the light of the 
world,” and when that light is blurred in any way his 
work for evil is far more effectual, and he is doing 
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more harm than any person who is an out and out | 
skeptic. 

Let us examine our own hearts daily and sec that our 
words and acts and conduct are of the character that | 
will help to build up Christ’s cause on the earth.

Would it not be well to stop this kind of pro- 
fanity, and learn to call things by their right names— 
servants (not beggars) of the Master and his cause? 
Then, should the question be asked, When will efforts 
and appeals in behalf of these Christian enterprises 
cease? we can with propriety answer, Not till there is 
no longer occasion to labor and sacrifice for the ad- 
vancement of the Redeemer’s kingdom in the earth. 
So long as there is good to be accomplished the Lord 
of the vineyard will have employment for his servants, 
and so long will there be claims upon his disciples to 
aid in the prosecution and furtherance of the work. 

Brother Wade says, “Our great denominational work 
to-day is waiting the advent of a man that can do this 
work, and do it ina manly way.” True! And not one 
man, but men—a score of them—men such as God 
calls; high, broad, comprehensive, gonerous-minded 
men—men with brains to plan, hearts to inspire, and 
wills to execute. (And Brother Wade is one of them.) 
These we want as our organizers, planners, and leaders 
in our denominational work. They must be men of 
sufficient breadth of understanding to comprehend the 
scope of our work, and catholic enough in their sym- 
pathies to rise above sectional narrowism and embrace 
the whole body politic in their plans. Then we want a 
thousand men like minded added as seconders of their 
plans—onein every Christian pulpit,educating the people 
in the doctrine of Christian benevolence—pastors who

give it to a holy work, rescue it from complete loss, and 
apply it to the purpose for which it was intended. 

2. Time is valuable. The smallest objects and the 
briefest space are not always destitute of value. On 
the contrary, the value of many things consists in their 
rareness and the brevity of their duration. Time, 
though short and fleeting, has an inestimable value. 
In it the highest and noblest objects may be accom- 
plished and many grand and lofty purposes executed. 
The page of history reveals to us how many heroic acts, 
how many virtuous deeds, how many lofty purposes 
have been crowded into its narrow bounds. With its 
truthful voice it tells us how much of good men have 
done, how many streams of woe they have dried up, 
how many fires of sin they have quenched. We also 
learn how much evil men have done, how they have 
made earth one vast Golgotha, plowed deep channels 
for the tears of mourners, quenched the light of mind 
and intellect, and on the tide of time scattered all 
along the wreck of ruined characters. 

Though time is very short and is hurrying rapidly 
away, itis pregnant with great events. Well improved, 
*« man may astonish even himself in the good deeds 
which he may perform, and, departing from earth, leave 
an influence which shall be felt for years and ages. 


shall regard it asa part of their regular pastoral duty 
to enlist the churches of their charge into the “grand

One serious lack with us—a lack which has con- 


tributed in a marked measure to our failures in denom- 
inational work—has been our failure to recognize the 
importance of united. co-operative, organized labor. 
We have failed to comprehend the scope of our mission 
as onein Christ. We have been too much divided, too 
narrow and local in our purposes and plans to accom- 
plish anything grand or worthy of us in a denomina- 
tional sense. 

In the March 27th number of the HERALD we have

The 
reading of that article, and the thoughtful considera- 
tion of this subject for some time past, prompt me to 
propound another question—namely, “Shall the Chris- 
tian denomination be consolidated on our educational 
‘and other interests?” 

I have been looking over our educational field, and

al or authoritative information, I have made an estimate | yogse], 
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ination for educational purposes. According to this 
estimate, there has been raised among our people since 
1840 for this purpose about a half million dollars. The 
details of my estimate sum up $520,000. This, we say, 
and with a measure of satisfaction, is no mean sum for 
a people who forty years ago numbered scarcely ten 
thousand, and who to-day probably do not exceed sixty 
thousand. Yet as much as we have done, it is not one 
hali of what we might and would have done had our 
people early been properly educated, organized, and 
consolidated in this as well as all other denominational 


work. 
As to system, we may say we have been thoroughly 


lacking—a legitimate sequence of the narrow, sectional 
spirit by which we have been too much characterized 
in the work we have endeavored to do. We have been 
too much in each other’s way. Our different enter- 
prises have contended for the ground and striven for 
the first claims. U. C. and Antioch have crowded 
each other, and both have more than once crowded 
aside Starkey and the (. B. Institute, and others have 
had their alternation in striving and crowding one an- 
other. Who could expect any better results under 
such a condition of things? And with the continuance 
of these, who can expect. anything but the continuance 
of unsuccessful, unsatisfactory results in our denomina- 
tional enterprises? 

We must be united and harmonious in our.educa- 
tional, missionary, and publishing interests, if we would 
achieve anything worthy of us as a people.

SAILING OF THE THETIS. 





I had the pleasure yesterday of witnessing the de- 
parture of the “Thetis,” the flagship of the squadron 
sent to the arctic regions by our government to try to 
find and rescue Lieutenant Greeley and his companions, 
who have for nearly three years been shut off from so- 
ciety in pursuance of scientific labors, acting in conjunc- 
tion with similar parties sent out by the European na- 
tions, all of whom but ours have safely returned. The 
Thetis hadagrand send-off; her quarter deck was loaded 
with choice flowers. 

Among the visitors I noticed W. E. Chandler, Seere- 
tary of the Navy, Robert T. Lincoln, Secretary of War, 
General Haveock, and other notable men. It was the 
first time I ever saw Mr. Lincoln; he does not much 
| resemble his immortal father, except his eyes. Having 
once heard Abr: ham Lincoln in a lecture, his peculiar 
features are stamped upon my memory. 

The Thetis is well equipped to fight icebergs with 
‘torpedoes and dynamite. The Alert is at the navy- 
yard taking in stores as supply ship for the expedition. 
This ship was presented to us by the English govern- 
ment, and has penetrated further north than any other 
J. E. Brusa.

—Those interested in the progress of our school in 
Kansas will be pleased to read the following, which 
came from Rev. Geo. Tenney, who is the principal of the 
school. Bro. Tenney is a faithful man and a teacher 
of long experience. “Our college school opens its 
third week with thirty pupils. The building is in 
progress—foundation excavated and stone hauled and 
well being dug. We havea very good prospect for a 
fine school here. Rev. Thomas Bartlett is president.” 


—Special attention is called to the communication of 
Rev. S. 8. Newhouse in relation to the church at 
Jamestown, Ohio, which was so severely injured by the 
recent tornado by which that village was almost de- 
molished. Neighboring cities and villages, and all the 
people of the surrounding country, have contributed 
liberally to relieve the Wants of the people who have 
been rendered homeless by the calamity, but no help 
whatever has come from abroad for the repair of the 
ruined churches, except the Catholic church. Give 
heed to this, brethren. 


—We frequently receive letters from men who have 
grown weary of sectism. One last week froma Baptist 
in Missouri, who is doubtless a devout man, earnestly 
desiring the liberty of the children of God. Another 
letter comes from Tennessee and another from Florida. 
One this week comes from a man with whose family we 
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have been long familiar. He is a minister of the U. 
P. Church, and is now in Colorado. These men are 
not drifting away from Christ and his word of life and 
truth, but they are, as they say, weary of sectism which 
has long hindered them in their seeking after the truth 
as it is in Jesus. 


—Forms are not the soul of things by any means, but 
we can have but little knowledge of souls except as we 
find them represented by some form. A church, a 
Sunday-school, or a conference will be greatly benefited 
by following systematic methods in business, and there 
is no one official upon whom more is depending than 
the secretary. A bungling secretary for a church ora 
conference will destroy interest and derange all plans, 
and a Sunday-school will be of little value without such 
an officer. A young brother who is secretary of the 
Sunday-school at Cove Springs, Ohio, sends us a report 
of the work of that school that is such a model of neat- 
ness and suggestion that we are made to wish that all 
schools could have the advantage of such genius as his. 
That young brother will be heard from in the future. 


—Promptness in meeting all engagements is quite 
as essential to the success of church-work as it is to the 
success of any other class of work. A minister who 
suffers himself to fail in meeting his appointment should 
not be encouraged to make an appointment. A congre- 
gation will soon acquire the habits of its minister. 
he is accustomed to wait until the bell has ceased toll- 
ing before appearing in the church, his hearers will 
soon learn that there is no occasion for their presence 
until some time after that. Then he has no ground for 
urging promptness, for he does not practice promptness. 
Then if he should venture to mention the matter his 
words will weigh but little, for his example is on the 
other side. The people will be influenced not so much 
by what a teacher may say to them as by what they 
know him to be. Go to the place of worship promptly, 
and let the service begin at the proper minute whether 
the people are there or not; if the appointed time is 
there let the appropriate part of the service begin and 
the people will soon learn to be as prompt as their min- 
ister. . 

—The meeting of the Christian Publishing Associa- 
tion will be held at Utica, Licking County, Ohio, com- 
mencing at 11 A. M. on Tuesday, the 10th day of June, 
proximo. Utica is on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
twelve miles north of Newark and about the same dis- 
tance south of Mt. Vernon.

—Pteaching should be instructive. It should be the 
aim of the minister to impart information to the mind 
and to give light to the conscience of his hearers. It 
is agrave mistake to deal with the intellectual faculties 
to the neglect of the moral and spiritual. That preach- 
ing should be instructive it is necessary that it should 
be intelligent, but plain and practical. It is a mistake 
to suppose that intelligence tends to make a minister 
stilted, or that “ignorance is the mother of devotion.” 
It is no sin to be ignorant. We were all born that 
way, but the man who undertakes to instruct the peo- 
ple should be ashamed to remain that way. No class 
of men exerts a wider influence in molding the charac- 
ter and habits of the people than the ministers. How 
important it is then that they should be men of gravity, 
men of faith, men of patience, men of diligence, and 
men of good sense and well-stored understanding! We 
can not all be “‘stars.”” The possession of exceptional 
genius is the privilege of but few, else it would not be 
exceptional. But gifts wherewithal to help and bless 
mankind are as numerous as men are, and the most 
needful gifts are the most numerous. The world does 
not need much gold, and but few diamonds are neces- 
sary to the well-being of society. But air and water, 


and earth and trees, and bread and fruit, are needs of 
every moment, and hence they are given in great 
abundance. Let us not envy the brilliant gift, but 
diligently apply the useful one that God has given. 


—We never aim to do anything merely to please. We 
aim to do right “as nearly as God shall give us to see 
the right,” and if any are pleased with that we are glad, 
and if they are not pleased we are sorry, but do not re- 
gret what has been done unless it shall seem not to be 
right. Many times there is a conflict of interest and 
more frequently a conflict of feeling that makes the dis- 
| pleasing of some one inevitable. We have two or three 
| cases on hand where one party writes that if the influ- 
ence of the paper is lent to another party they must 
| cease to have any connection with it or to receive it into 
| their homes. Another party writes that they will be 
glad to support the paper provided they can have fair 
| play and be heard through its columns. We believe 
| that such demands are often the result of personal feel- 
| ing. We have met some persons whose friendship we 
| could enjoy only upon agreeing to hate all whom they 
| hated and of being hated by all who hated them. This 
| may be right, butour benevolent disposition or squeam- 
ishness or something else would never suffer us to make 
/such demands upon those whom we counted our friends,

| these cases arise! Our only alternative is to follow as 
nearly as we can the official action of the churches and 
the conferences and do the best we can with that. We 
are, of course, anxious to advance the interest of the 
paper, but that is not our primary purpose. We pro- 
| pose first of all to tell the truth and do equal and exact 
| justice to all men, though all men should despise and 
|leave us. There is no problem in human experience 
\that may not be solved in the light of the spirit and 


| teaching of Jesus Christ. He is the light of men.

The Christian Church and community of Plainville, 
New York, have just been called to experience a com- 
mon sorrow in the demise of Deacon John Schenck, 
who departed this life on Saturday last, after a week's 
illness. All the ministrations of the affectionate sons 
and daughters-in-law, and of the skillful and worthy 
physician, were unavailing to restore health; and so we 
bow in sorrow to the inscrutable way and will of Prov- 
idence. 

The ancestry from which Deacon Schenck sprung is 
dated back to the days of Charlemagne. His birth- 
place was Charleston, Montgomery County, New York, 
and the date of his birth June 12,1804. At Charles- 
ton the first eleven years of his life were spent, with 
scant privileges, as far as education and enjoyment were 
concerned. In 1815 the family took up a residence in 
Lysander, New York, then a hqwling wilderness, ac- 
cessible from their former situation only by caravan 
over pathless wastes. Nine days were consumed in 
making the trip. How they succeeded in their en- 
deavors let the well-cleared and finely-productive farms 
now in possession of the family testify. 

For sixty-nine years John Schenck has been a wor- 
thy and respected citizen of the town of Lysander. 
Many important trusts were committed to his care, and 
his integrity remains unquestioned. In every question 
relating to the public good he was actively and deeply 
interested. He wasa modest man, and yet was fearless 
for and in the right. Keen perception, honest judg- 
ment, strong convictions, with moral courage, were 
among his characteristics as a parent, a citizen, and a 
man. He encouraged and assisted the young, helped 
the unfortunate, ministered to the poor, and sympa- 
thized with the sorrowing. 

In 1842 he publicly professed loyalty to God, united 
with the Christian Church at Plainville, and remained 
an honored ahd respected member until called to ‘‘join 
the choir invisible.”’ 

Forty years of Christian service revealed the true 
character of the man. His faithfulness, self-sacrifice, 
and devotion to religionare well known. He was a 
contented burden-bearer, counting it a pleasure to not 
only live but work for his God and Savior. Here he 
will be sadly missed, for his seat is empty.
